This 
is a return to tho simplicity of correspondence 
as it was before envelopes wore invented,with- 
out returning to the disadvantages of soiling 
wax, .tapers, and wafers. 
Tho single- letter 


sheets are manufactured -with gummed flaps, 
which, when tho sheet is folded, lap over the 
two open edges and secure tho missive. Tho 
government stamp is to bo embossed on one 
of tho flaps, which comes over like ihcitlap on 
an envelope, and the whole thing ia licked, 
staniped, and sealed with the same motion. 
This brings the stamp whore tho old wafers 
and seal used to bo, instead of being upon the

Americans and Europeans naturally speak 
of tho weather aud do not altogether 
omit it from our correspondence.

Those who bavo lived in other climes, 
speak o£ it from force of habil. lu the 
native language there ].s 110 word by 
which our English word 'weather' can 
possibly be translated. There is no neces- 
sity to consult the almanac. Your plans 
for afternoon and evening are not depend- 
ent on sudden changes. If it rains, the 
rain 13 mild and soft aud no one seems to 
care .whether it falls or not. lu the 
Nunanu valley, where wo live, tho ram 
often fulls while the sun ia biightly shin- 
ing, or when tha stars are glimmering 
over bead. We have but to look up to 
tho mountains to seo their tops covered 
with rain which the trade wind is blowing 
over us. Onr comfort depends on the 
trado winds to a large extent. They blow 
nioro than three-fourths of tho time, giv- 
ing refreshment and health. Tlio sun 
seems very hot, uut you need but a light 
shade to givo cool shelter, 
Sunstroke is 


unknown even in the warmest regions of 
the islands. 


The climate is undoubtedly delicious 


for those who aro well, for old people who 
need rest and. cannot endure extremes, 
and for children who are happy hero in 
bare footed out door life, for active peo- 
ple iu tho prime ot life tho climate is un- 
doubtedly debilitating. It is dillicnlt iu 
o constant summer temporntiiro to keep 
up habits of vigorous exercise and very 
easy to bocomo accustomed never to walk 
when you can ride, and never to .do any- 
thing which some ono else can bo had to 
do for you. 


Ouo very pleasant feature of the 
life 


hero is the free, social and generous habit 
of tho American and European residents. 
They seem to havo taken to themselves 
some of tho good nature of the native 
Hawaiian. To strangers they aro eour' 
teous and hospitable beyond measure, 
Wo have been the recipients of calls and 
invitations of great number. The gener- 
al feeling of good 
fellowship is very 


delightful, • especially 
to 
new 


comers. 
Tho 
different 
religious 


bodies aro firm in holding to their peon; 
liar beliefs and methods, but socially 
there are no lines drawn. I had tho priv- 
ilege p£ being the chief minister at a 
wedding reaeutly whero at the reception 
following, tho bishop of 
the Koman 


church aud the missionaries of Calvinis- 
tie Protestantism met without jar or dis- 
cord. The ''heathen Cliineo" was also 
represented in the presence of a rich 
merchant who lias a native wife.

Kalakaua came in as a gentleman in 
evening dress and tho Koyal band gave 
excellent music in honor of the nuptials. 
As I have written of a wedding 1 must 
not omit to mention that on the evening 
of the day following 1 united m holy 
matrimony a dusky couple of high posi- 
tion. Three hundred guests sat down to 
au excellent supper set tinder a Imifif, a 
covered booth over a rush covered lloor. 
The bride wore ereaniy-white satm and 
orange blossoms, and as a wedding gift 
rec eiyed from her father a box contain- 
ing §300 in gold and silver pieces.

sum, as be said in a graceful speech to 
tho bride, tho groom and tho company, 
ho had been gathering since 1864 as a 
marriage gift for his daughter, aud every 
coin had been put in by his hand. 
The 


day followingjivas reserved for the hum 
a native feast, at which were eaten three 
oxen arid five pigs roasted whole and 
served with -unlimited po'i to all who 
would come. The natives are n happy 
chattering people. 
To sit 
on then- 


haunches and gossip good iiaturedly 
about tho day's doings is their chief de- 
light. They aro fast, passing away as a 
race. The young people growing up in- 
termarry with whites and Chinese. 
The 


young all loaru to speak and write iu 
English. Native churches and schools 
have fewer attendants, and the old native 
customs aro falling more and more into 
disuse. 


Lest any of our readers should imagine 


that there is anything approaching sav- 
age life hero where man hus beeu said to 
feed upon the llesh of his brother man, 1 
will add that as I write on the piazza of 
our house tho steam crusher is at work 
on tho well paved avenue in front OH us, 
that tho houses aro handsome iu con- 
struction, handsomely furnished within, 
the yards are kept neatly by Chinamen 
who talk good English—carriages con- 
stantly are passing, ilow.ers are blooming 
iu tho gardens iu u strange admixture ol' 
tho tropics and tho temperate zone.

To Take Out Milk and Coffee Striins. 


Those stains arc very diflicult to re- 


move, especially from 'light-colored and 
finoly-linishod goods. 
From woolen and 


mixed fabrics they aro taken out by 
moistening them with a mixture of one 
part glycerine, nine parts water and one- 
half part aqua ammonia. This mixture 
is applied to tho goods by means of a 
brush, and allowed to remain for twelve 
hours (occasionally renewing the moist- 
ening). 
After this time the stained 


pieces are pressed between cloth and 
then rubbed with a clean rag. 
Drying, 


and if possible, a little steaming, is gen- 
erally suiliciontto thoroughly remove tho 
stains. 
Stains on silk garments which 


aro dyed with delicate co'.ors, or finely 
finished, aro more diilioult to remove. 
In this case live parts glycerine arc 
mixed with five parts water and oue 
quarter part ammonia added. 
Before 


using this mixture it should be tried on 
some part of tho garment where it can- 
not bo noticed, in order to see if the 
mixture will change color. If such bo 
tiic case no ammonia should bo added. 
Jf, on tho contrary, no change takes 
place, or if, after drying, the original 
color is restored, the above mixture is 
appliod with a soft brush, allowing it to 
remain on the stains for six or eifht 
hours, and is then rubbed with, a clean 
cloth. 
Tlio remaining dry substance is 


tlioii carefully taken off by moans of a 
knife. 
The injured places aro now 


brushed over with clean water, pressed 
bi'hvecn cloths and dried. If the stain 
i." not then removed, a rubbing with dry 
broad will easily take it off. To restore 
tlio finish a thin solution of gum-arabic, 
or in many casos boor is preferred, is 
brushed on, then dried and carefully 
iiT.ncd. 
Hy careful manipulation those 


stains will bo successfully removed.— 
jf'V<rm tiud Fireside.
